Every family treasure box contains 
a few daguerreotypes, a:ul if tliL-.-.i.- arc 
of direct family interest tliey are us 
valuable as oil. paintings or minia- 
tures.

Pour in the bat- 
ter and bake 35 minutes in a mod- 
erate oven. The enpa ahonld not be 
more than half-IIIIed, as the batter 
rises.
